Washington, D. C., April 6.—({ Special. }—The

are proposed in a bill which will be intro- 
duced in the house tomorrow by. Representa- 
tive Hinebaugh of Illinois, a Progressive. 

The Progressive party is committed to a 
national direct primary, and will endeavor to 
obtain the enactment of such legislation be- 
fore the presidential election of 1916. With 
nominations made under the primary sys- 
tem, the Progressives cantend, political scan- 
dais of the sort made historic at the last con- 
vention of the Republican party at Chicago 
will become a thing of the past. 

Features of the Bill. 

The Hinebaugh bill provides: 

The primary to elect delegates and alter- 
mates to the vurlous conventions and to 
express preferences for presidential can- 
didates shell be held on the second Tues- 
day of May, and the conventions shal! be 
held beginning on the third Monday in 
June. 


2 Representation in a partys national con- 


vention shall consist of one delegate and 
one alternate for each congressional dis- 
trict in each state, and only such states 
as comply with the federal act shall have 
representation. 

In each case the state primary law shall 
provide for the expression by the party 
members of a first and second choice for 
president. The candidate receiving a ma- 
jority of the vote ia the choice of. the party 
in the state for president. If no candi- 
date has a majority the first and second 
choice votes for each aspirant shall be 
combined and the candidate having the 
highest number is the choice. 


Duty of the Convention. 

The result of the primary in each stete, 
together with the roll of delegates elected, 
shall be certified to the ae of the 
interior. 

The aspirant receiving a majority of the 
tetal preferential votes cast in gil the 
states shall be declared by the secretary 
of the interior to be the candidate of the 
party. If no aspirant has a majority, the 
selection shall be made by the national 
convention. 

The convention is required to choose the 
candidate from the list of aspirants certi- 
fied by the secretary of the interior, and 
also to choose a vice presidential candi- 
date and adopt a platform. 

Candidates for delegate shall pledge 
themselves in writing to support in the 
convention the presidential aspirant poll- 


Delegates shall be paid.$5 a day com- 
pensation and mileage at the rate of & 
cents a mile, out of the national treasury. 

The act is to become effective when the 
primary laws specified shall have been 
adopted ‘by twenty-five states.

THE DANCE HALL AND VICE. 

No investigation of the white ala ve trafic 
and the problem at vice can affurd to neglect 
the subject of dence halls, unless it wishes to 
discredit itself by confessing lack of thor- 
oughness, or insincerity, or worse. 

Doubtless the senatorial vice commission 
realizes this and will take up this phase 
of their difficult subject promptly and cour- 
ageously. 

Dance halls are virtually d social neces- 
ality. 

As many of them are run they are traps 
for the young and unwary and recruiting 
places for the white slaver. 

This is a situation which the vice commis- 
sion should attack with vigor. It is toler 
ated. Yet it is intolerable. 

In Chicago there are 828 licensed dance 
balls. Of this number 190, more than helt, 
communicate directly with saloons, and, be- 
sides these, scattered throughout the city 
are unlicensed halls opening out of saloons. 

The records of the Juvenile court and the 
experience of youth saving associations, 
notably the Juvenile Protective agsociation, 
ehow how many young girls suffer ruin be- 
cause they have been induced to take liquor 
at dances. The lighting of a match over an 
open powder barrel is no more certain of its 
result than the upregulated use of liquor 
in connection with these places of entertain- 
ment. The proof of this is readily available. 
The commission hap only to ask for it. And 
when this evil is faced, there can be no doubt 
as to the conclusions it will force.

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TUBERCULOSIS. 

N the tuberculosis exhibit Dr. Patterson, 
in charge of Brompton hospital, is quot- 
ed as saying: “ The problem of com- 

bating tuberculosis is inseparably 
bound up with the abolition of insani- 

tary dwellings and the creation of a healthy 
environment for the poor.” 

As Brompton hospital is one of the old- 
est consumption hospitals in the world and 
Dr. Patterson is one of the leading autheri- 
ties of the world, this opinion ig entitled to 
great weight. 

In the same exhibit Dr. Lawrence Flick 
is quoted as having told the National Con- 
ference of Catholic Charities that housing 
is closely related to health and, through it, 
to efficiency. Pauperism and the burden to 
society which grows out of it have their 
chief root in bad housing. As Dr. Flick for 
a quarter of a century has been a close stu- 
dent of the relation of housing to consump- 
tion his opinion should be heeded,

This exhibit especially emphasizes two 
factors in spreading consumption—associa- 
tion in the home and association in the work- 
ing place. Of the first of these they say: 

“ Tuberculosis is preéminently a disease 
of the home, because contact with the pa- 
tient is close and constant.” 

The person whom we should especially 
care for is the father or mother, the husband 
or wife. Yet a census of any public con- 
sumption hospital shows the great majority 
of occupants are not family men and women. 
Somehow or other we are not so running 
those institutions as to make them appeal to 
people who have a home to stay in if they 
prefer it. 

One of the points on which the exhibit 
lays stress is making consumption hospitals 
so attractive that they will protect homes— 
the chief citadel of the disease.

‘The best work done by the Tuberculosis 
institute during the last few years has been 
in working out a feasible plan for the exam- 
ination of employés and in getting employ- 
ers to adopt it. The well man is always in 
some danger from his consumptive bench 
mate. 

The ethibit shows the success of this et- 
fort. There are now a moderate number of 
factories and stores where the bealthy are 
quite well protected against contagious fel- 
low workers, and the result is being accom- 
plished without working any hardships. 

Another improvement thut is being advo- 
cated is the registry of cases of tuberculosis 
and the keeping of: house records: For in- 
atance, a chart shows the following series of 
tragedies: 

Act 1—A sleeping room occupied by a 
Scotchman. The Scotchman died of cob- 
sumption, His daughter died of the disease. 
The mother and sous moved away. 

Act 2—A Jewish family mayed in after 
the Scotch family moved out. The father 
contracted consumption and died. The fam- 
ily moved out. 

Act 3—4 German family moved in. The 
mother died of consumption. The family 
moved out. 

Act An Irish family moved in, The 
father died of consumption. The family 
moved away.

M. R. C. writes: Some eight years ago 
my brother developed a goiter, which, after 
two yeare of futile, spasmodic treatment, was 
removed, part of the thyroid gland also being 
taken. By this time his nervous system 
seemed a wreck and his heart was being at- 
fected, Since that time he has had excellent 
health and gained many pounds in weight 
But there has only been a slight improvement 
in his disposttion. He has spelle of such en- 
treme temper as to frighten his nearest rela- 
tives. He seems to be cruel and thorough- 
ly unreasonable at such times. He takes 
prejudices against his best friends and ac- 
cuses us all of intentional misdeeds of vari- 
ous kinds, and especially of injustice to him, 
whom we are patient with. Generally when 
in company (and occasionally at home) he is 
good natured and talkative, but will not brook 
the slightest opposition in act or word. He 
delights in going contrary to all established 
forms, end pretends to disbelieve in Chris- 
tlanity or morality. In fact, he does not 
seem himself morally responalble at times. 
He ig generous, even extravagant, one day, 
and small and mean the next; restless, at 
times so moody he will not speak to any one 
at home for dans even the smallest child 
coming under his ban. Ordinarily he is ca- 
pable of fine business jucgment, and occa- 
sionally of high ideals. By casual friends 
he ig considered erratic; by his intimate 
associates he is regarded almost as un- 
balanced. Is there any hope that he may 
yet be restored to his normal self? Would 
thyroid extract help him?

HILE the attention of the world is 
being absorbed by the diplomatic 
and armed conflicts which are in 
progress in the southeast of Europe 
on the subject of the territorial ad- 

vantages to be derived from the Balkan war 
now drawing to a close, Great Britain te 
quietly and unobtrusively adding to her pos- 
sessions in another portion of the globe.

Stefangon, the explorer, who is a Canadian 
of Icelandic descent, sets out next month 
under the Canedian flag in search of that 
continent which many believe to lle between 
Canada and the pole. This, of course, will 
interfere with the claim put forward by 
Admiral Peary, on his return from the north 
pole, to all the land lying between the latter 
‘and the northern coast of Canada.

While there are many who will be disposed 
to scoff at the Importance of these territorial] 
acquisitions of the Canadian government in 
behalf of the British empire, it is well to 
bear in mind that similar opinions were en- 
tertained on the subject of Alaska at the 
time of its purchase by the United States 
from Russia. The administration of the day 
was roundly abused for wasting good Ameri- 
can dollars—only & few millio a frozen 
waste. Alaska has proved to be a coun- 
try of almost inexhaustible mineral wealth, 
as well as of boundless industrial, and even 
agricultural possibilities.

Infinitely morg curt and less courteous was 
the refusal of the fifteenth Lord Derby, sec- 
retary of state for the colonies, when the 
Duke of Albany wrote to him expressing his 
wish to become governor general of Canada, 
or even governor of the colony of Victoria, 
the Australian commonwealth not being then 
in existence. 

The duke was debarred by his delicate 
health from an active military career, al- 
though he held honorary rank in the army. 
He was exceedingly clever, a man, in one 
word, of brilliant attainments, who was 
eager to turn these to some account. Yet 
just because he happened to be a son of the 
sovereign he found no outlet for his ener- 
gies. Had he survived he might now be 
sovereign duke of the German duchiés of 
Saxe-Coburg and Gotha, the throne of which 
is at present occupied by his only son and 
namesake, who succeeded thereto owing to 
the refusal of the Duke of Connaught, and 
of Prince Arthur of Connaught, to accept it. 

It is this anxiety to do something for his 
native land that led the Duke of Connaught, 
after he had been eliminated by means of 
discreditable intrigue from any further par- 
ticipation in the direction of the destinies of 
the British army, to seek the governor gen- 
eralship of Canada, Which the present colo- 
mal secretary, Lewis Harcourt, more en- 
lightened than the late Lord Derby. was only 
too glad to place-at his disposal.

SQUARE house is better than one 

with hump roof projections. Avoid 

projections of outline. A flat roof is 

better than a stub roof. The latter 

causes much stress on the leeward 
wall Large sized framing timbers, the old 
fashioned mortise and tenon sills well an- 
chored to foundation, roof well anchored to 
frame, neile long and numerous [not wire 
nalle], small panes of glass, all are desira- 
ble. 

A brick house will resist a tornado if built 
with cement mortar and good bonding and 
with thick walls, Poor cement will cause 
loss of leeward wall. Poor bonding with 
backing, whether of tile or brick, will cause 
the face layer to drop off. Tile, well cement- 
ed, are good if well bonded into face work. 

With poorly built houses it is dangerous 
to go to the cellar. The ruins of house will 
bury. those in cellar; gas pipes will leak, 
causing suffocation or fire. A cyclone cel- 
lar annex to a cellar should have an exterior 
outlet. With poor brickwork it la dangerous 
to go to the cellar. Attics should be avoid- 
ed. 


A well built frame house may be carried 
off bodily without serious harm to the oc- 
cupants whether in the house or in the cel- 
lar. Houses may be turned over or even up- 
side down, and stilf go through the tornado 
without being broken up. 


— 

There is some danger from flying objects, 
but less near the ground than a few feet 
higher. A ditch or hole in the ground isa 
good place for safety. 

The chief causes of damage are the gale 
in advance of the tornado proper, the rapidly 
rotating circumference of air filled with de- 
bris, and the vacuum of the interior. There 
is a blowing over or carrying up—a pounding 
from the circumference; and a suction by 
the interior vacuum. The pounding drives 
much glass into interior wood work and furni- 
ture, The vacuum sucks many objects out 
of most rooms, but In many cases furniture, 
beds, even jars of preserves with tops off 
were left undisturbed, with the outer wall 
gone. The first floor leeward roomsare gen- 
erally the safest, if one keeps well away from 
outer walls. The suction is generally less 
from these rooms. |

CLOSE GUARD ON LEVEES. 


Relief Stations Will Be Estab- 


lished at Various Points Be- 
low Hemmed-In City. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.] 

Cairo, II., April 6.—[Special.}—Thwarted up 
to the present in its effort to scale the ram- 
parts of Cairo, the Ohio river has changed its 
tactics of sudden onslaughts and is now lay- 
ing siege to the city. 

The present advances of the water are al- 
most imperceptible, but the rise is steady, 
and will be until after Tuesday, according to 
the local weather observer. By that time It 
is officially predicted the river will have 
passed the fifty-five foot level, 

This means that probably for another week 
the water will remain at high stage in the 
Ohio. In the meantime the Mississippi river 
may have a sudden rise and then the Ohio 
river, unable to have as great an outlet, wil! 
be held back, with the certainty of a rising 
gauge. 


Fear Revolt Among Laborers. 

Cairo is in total darkness, forcing workers 
on the levee to quit.. There was a rumor of 
growing unrest among the labor gang, and it 
was feared this element might take ad- 
vantage of the excitement in the darkness to 
revolt.

Idea Provokes Challenge. 

Dr. Fitch opened hig sermon with the text 
from Matthew: Strait is the gate and 
narrow is the path that leadeth to the light, 
and few there be that find it.” 

“ Weare a pleasure loving people,” he said, 

7 this ancient idea provokes a challenge 
in twentieth century man. We find it 
not only distasteful, but we even question its 
validity. It hints of a sentiment that is 
puritanical. Revolt against itis natural. We 
geek an expression of life along the line of 
least resistance. We know the planets take 
an easy and natural course. If the law of 
planetary movement were such that they 
moved in the straight and narrow paths of 
restrictions, chaos would ensue. Nature and 
human nature always has led the life that 
is easiest to lead. 

Our ancestors, a strong and sturdy people, 
built their homes on the banks of rivers or in 
the lowlands; they did not seek habitation 
upon rugged slopes. Weare the descendants 
of these people, who represented a splendidly 


aggressive, magnifigently brutal exploitation 
of self. 


Told to Take Hardest Path. 

“ And yet we are told to accept the com- 
mand to follow the path that is hardest to 
follow—we, descendants of a courageous, 
fighting, ing race of Anglo-Saxons. J 
live like my forbears.

The retreat of the churches from the cen- 
ter of the city to the suburbs is due to the 
weakness of the leaders of the churches,” he 
said. “If the spirit which made martyrs 
had been in our ministry not one downjown 
church would have been abandoned. The 
church is the best and most effective force 
for uplifting and reforming the city, and the 
place for the church must be in the heart of 
the ev. downtown. 


Stupendous Blunder. 

„What has occurred in this matter, how- 
vor, presents one of the moat stupendous 
blunders the churches and the city combined 
have committed. By removing to the sub- 
urbs the churches and the city have both lost. 
The temptation to live in a beautiful home, 
surrounded by culture, has been too great, 
and the downtown pastors, in too many in- 
stances, have yielded to the temptation and 
have voted with the people to move the 
church. They have been unable to readjust 
the life of the church and to solve the more 
difficult problems. 

“The people have had a wrong conception 
of their relation to the church. They have 
come for what they could get of entertain- 
ment and inspiration rather than for what 
they could give forth. 


Question of Realty Values. 

“The community has looked upon the 
church as only a Sunday proposition, and 
saw no reason why it should occupy valuable 
ground for strictly religious purposes. 

“If the thought of helping people seven 
days in the week in material as well as in 
spiritual things had been in the minds of the 
church membership the old church would 
have been more useful than ever before, 

“The change of view that will save the 
downtown churches is the one that will place, 
not the weakest, but the ablest, ministers in 
the denomination at the head of the down- 
town church. We send the strong men to care 
for the cultured people of the suburbs and the 
weaker men too often to the more terrific task 
of the downtown church.

: Bay City, Ore., April 6.—T'wenty-two men, 
(including the ship's captain, the president 
of a wrecking company of Portland, and the 
representative of the Marine Underwriters, 
were trapped in the hold of the German ship 
Mimi, which capsized off the beach here 
early today after having been hauled off « 
reef on which it had been fast two months, 

res were seen on the bottom of the 
wreck at dark. It was supposed they had 


cut their way out. 


A heavy sea was pounding the wreck, but 
life savers got close enough to hear voiees on 
the wreck. One voice in the darkness said, 
* We are all here.“ Then the sea swept the 
rescuers back. They will go out again at 
dawn, 


Planned to Float Vessel. 

The Mimi, in ballast for Valparaiso from 
Astoria, piled up on the reef on Feb. 13 last. 
It was not seriously injured and the under- 
writers contracted with Charles S. Fisher of 
a Portland construction company to float 
the vessel. 

Fisher, his secretary, and seven riggers, 
Capt. W. E. Crowe, representative of the un- 
derwriters; Capt. Westfall of the Mimi, and 
eleven of his men were aboard the ship when 
it capsized. All were below decks when the 
vessel turned over. 

The Mimi was hauled off the rocks at high 
tide last night. It was determined to take 
it to deep water at once and it was at anchor 
off the beach when the rising wind and sea 
whirled it over. 


Life Savers Work in Vain. 

Life savers fought all day to reach it with- 
out success. After they had given it up and 
as dark was falling the men on the wreck’s 
bottom appeared. They had been trapped 
in the hold and lived on the air which kept 
the vessel afloat until they cut their way out. 

Seas were sweeping the wreck at dark. 
Wreckage was seen about and it was feared 
it was breaking up. Whether the men aboard 
can hold on until the sea abates and the life 
savers reach them cannot betold. The hull 
is low in the water and may sink from sight 
when the tide rises.

A mass meeting of striking painters and 
decorators will be held this afternoon and 
it is expected the strike will be called off.

Wright, president of the State Federation 
of Labor, to secure legislation on the school 
book bill. Many speeches and accusations 
were made and for a time it appeared as if 
t.ouble would occur. President Fitzpatrick 
became involved in the argument and it was 
ended only when an adjournment was taken.

Recommends Her Method. 


I have read L. W. RS letter asking for sug- 
gestions on laundry work and feel certain that 
if she and many others will try my 4method of 
washing they will be satisfied with the color 
of their clothes and save paying wages each 
week to a laundress. 

First sort the clothes and then put all white 
clothes to soak, using two tubs and nothing else 
but plenty of clear lukewarm water or) cold 
water. It is surprising how this will 100 the 
dirt and there is no fussing to heat water and 
prepare suds. The next morning before break- 
fast wring the best pieces, such as table linen, 
sheets and pillowcases, shirtwaists, and under- 
muslin, and put into the boiler with about 
three-quarters of a bar of soap sliced. Fill the 
boiler with cold water and let this heat until 
sure that the boiling point has been reached. 
Now transfer these clothes to a clean tub and 
put enough of the boiling suds on them to wash 
them in. Empty the boiler of suds so nearly 
that when the next boilerful is prepared the 
temperature of the water will be nearer cold 
than warm. This suds is fine for flännels, un- 
derwear, and stockings. 

The clothes in the tub require just enough 
rubbing on the board to well loosen the suds 
from them. Then wring each piece as washed 
and shake well and put into rinsing water and 
then blue water. 

After washing all the clothes that were boiled 
wash flannels by adding hot suds to that water. 
Then use last of water in the bofler for colored 
clothes. Do not put any colored pieces into 
water that is warm. When adding bluing to a

t iu. Aprit 6.—With the submission to 
the reichstag tomorrow of the government's 
armament and. taxation measures, a con- 
test will begin which is almost certain to 
last until the summer vacation and wore 
will not be ended before fall. 

‘The imperior chancellot, Dr. von Beth- 
ménn-Hellwig, will explain the political 
situation, and the minister of war, Gen. von 
Heeringen, will elucidate the ner fea- 
tures of the measures. 

The army increases will be accepte - 
tlwally without alteration, but ane prac 
epread disagreement over the financing ot the 
proposals. The new army bill calls for the 
expenditure of about $250,000,000, and the 
financial measures include a non-recurrent 
tax of from $243,750,000 to §250,000,000 spréad 
over two years, and a permanent yearly in- 
<rease in taxation of from $465, 09,000 ta 847. 
500,000. 

Herr Passermann, the National Liberal 
leu@er, in a speech recently made at Kan- 
over, declared the National Liberais had ac- 
cepted the armament increase, but the tax 
measures were unjust and would reanire 
thorough revision. 

The measures will be subjected to an ver- 
hauling, which will probably result in im- 
portant amendments.
